Parachutes Save 


5 Men In Bomber

SALT LAKE CITY, Nov. 17.—Five

Tom Archer of Park City, who 
saw the plane crash, said he saw 
one m an in the wreckage, but be­ 
cause of the fire was unable to get 
d ose enough to try to identify him 
by his insignia. 
The only members of the crew 
not checked into

hospital were Maj. R. E L. Fhrtle, 
flight com mander and com mander 
of the 88th reconaissance squadron, 
and Sgt J D. Anderson. 
First Lieut W. E Baysie. pilot of 
the B18 on the return leg of a

W ASHINGTON, Nov 17 
An olive 
branch carried across an ocean and 
a continent by Japan's flying em is­ 
sary Saburo Kurusu was deposited 
on the United States governm ent's 
doorstep today, but

Hull received Kurusu for a prelim ­
